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REMARKS 

Summary of the Office Action 

Claim 15 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Jones et al. 
(US 6,417,899). 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the indication that claims 1-14 are allowable, and that 
claims 16 and 17 recite allowable subject matter. 
Summary of the Response to the Office Action 

Applicants have amended claims 15 and 17 to further define the invention, and canceled 
claim 16. Accordingly, claims 1-15 and 17 are pending for consideration. 
All Claims Define Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 15 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Jones et al.
